RUSSIA ANU JAPAN MAY GO X< 


WAI!. 


The ink was scarcely dry upon tbe 


parchment that contains the record i 
of tbe peace congress before ttie world 
seemed to be upon tbe most disastrous 
war that has been known. Bnesia ii 
massing troops near tbe border o: 
China and is all potent with tbe oic 
Tartar Empress of that benighted laud 
ltd millions of people are restless and 
revolution is going forward within its 
confines. Political and other condi 
t ion Bare ao bad that Chinamen com- 
plain about oppression there is upon 
them. When those who are used to 
to half civilized social and political 
relations in life complain, there is 
oeed ot reform from some source tha 
will bring a change from a low to i 
higher scale of life. 


The Christian world has been en 


gaged in work calculated and intended 
to elevate the Chinese to a plane above 
anything they have known in their 
social life, to very little 
purpose 


Statistics furnished do not show the 
progress in Chriatiaa methods that the 
work expended would have given in 
other departments of Christian anc 
missionary 
work, 
Tbe 
Chinaman 


from results reported, is joined to his 
idols, and to let him alone under the 
circumstances would seem to be, from 
a rational position, tbe better mode. 


A let alone course, from a rationa 


review of tbe results, might save tbe 
lives of some good men whose work in 
other fields might give results tba 
would benefit mankind, but there an 
those who seek a crown of martyrdom 
believing th it their blood spilt upon 
tbe soil of China will aid the work to 
christianize the Chinaman. 


Should anything come to the China- 


man from'Christian effort, it will be 
throngh the work of others, who ma; 
also be martyrs and not because o! 
blood there is shed by devoted and 
Christian people. The arguments that 
may come in the near future may im 
press tbe Chinaman with tbe poteno; 
ot Christian resources that can be ap- 
plied to reduce him to more Chrietian 
methods than killing missionaries. 


Germany in late years has adopted 


the best scheme that has been formu- 
lated to christianize tbe Chinaman by 
making tbe blood of martyred mis 
sionaries aid in civilizing and ohris 
tianizing them; which plan has been to 
make a conquest of a large slice o 
Chinese territory to pay for the waste 
made of missionary life, which course 
will have a tendency to impress tbe 
heathen Chiaea with tbe value of mis 
aionary blood from a more impressive 
source when a German missionary is 
killed than Christian ethics contain, 


From present appearances, in the 


near future there will be causes thai 
may lead tbe people of China from the 
destruction of Christian missionaries 
to an ineffectual defense of the ooun 
try they have so long excluded the 
world 
from 
Japan 
whose 
war 


with tbe Flowery Kingdom disclosed 
its 
weakness, 
is 
getting 
ready 


for war, presumably 
with Buseia 


whose inroads upon Korea have dis- 
pleased the little men of the Island 
Kingdom and it is busy prepalring on 
a large scale its military departments 
for war and more particularly is it en- 
gaged in making ready for action its 
naval department, and arm for a con- 
test. 


The preparation of Japan Is without 


doobt against Russia as it is known 
that it is in trouble with that power 
while it is in amicable relation with 
other powers. 


Its warships will soon appear off the 


Korean coast where it will mannver its 
fleet by taking possession of some 
Korean seaports that Russia claims 
eome right to control throngh diplo- 
matic arrangement with the Korean 
government which Japan deems a 
grevienoe againet Russia because of 
rights acquired by it, at the close of its 
war with China, from the king of Ko- 
rea. 


While Japan is displaying its naval 


•trengthoff tbe coast of Korea Russia 
will sail a fleet of a dozen or more war 
ships, known as its Asiatic squadron, 
Into tbe waters occupied by the Japan- 
ese which will preoipate war between 
the nations. 


These threatened war conditions will 


largely explain the action of our gov. 
eminent when it ordered ships of war 
to the coast of China, where Interests 
may require protection that the ad- 
ministration has promised to protect 
in tbe event of war between Russia 
and Japan. 


Great Britain regards the Transvaal 


war as closed and is now giving atten- 
tion to matters in the Orient but Com 
Paul thinka otherwise and it may make 
more trouble for that power than it 
expects before it is closed

Pretoria is not taken and it may re- 


quire tbe sacrifice of many lives, much 
money and more time than IB expected 
by England to take the final strong 
hold of tbe Boers as the question now 
stands, which is unconditional sur- 
render and British sovereignty. 


In the event ot war between Russia 


and Japan England will make an ap- 
pearance aa the ally of the latter which 
will precipitate a war between Eng- 
land and France as well as Russia, 
and in that event a general European 
war will in all probability be a result. 


And complications may come that 


will give the people of the United 
States an opportunity to determine 
the thickness and quality of their 
blood which we have heard so much 
about since the imperialists have been 
running the government. 


Should anything serious make its 


appearance that would be likely to 
lead the United States into trouble 
in European matters it may be closed 
at any time by making breast works of 
tbe trusts.

THE FISH QUESTION. 


The California Fish Oommiulon 


•bould be encouraged by everyone who 
is at all Interested In the Trookee river 
and Us now famous fl§b. 


It la a well known fact, and no argu- 


ment can refute it, that last year Verdi 
did not appeal to fishermen at a place 
place where sport of standard quality 
could be had, for the reason that previ- 
ous seasons had diminished the num- 
ber of flab that bad reached this end of 
the stream before the numerous dams 
east were made impassable, and the 
dams near Verdi on the west were no 
exception. 


J. P. Morrlll, who has for a number 


of years conducted a private hatchery 
here, conceived the idea of overcoming 
the obstructions of the dams, by peti- 
tioning the owners thereof to remedy 
the defect, and too much credit eannot 
be given the owners of the dams for the 
readiness of action they displayed. 


Mr. Merrill then brought the situa- 


tion to the attention of the California 
Fish Commission who were in quest of 
Bainbow trout, and, in consequence, 
they built a hatchery here and began 
the taking of spawn, with the avowed 
intention of replenishing the almost 
deserted Trnckee to the benefit of both 
California and Nevada, and using the 
surplus for other streams nnder their 
jurisdiction. 


Mr. Morrill and others are fulfilling 


their duties as citizens in protecting 
the fish daring the closed season from 
nntorupulous parties. 


How anyone can be so inconsistent 


as to assert that this is not a benefit to 
our people and our stream, is beyond 
the comprehension of an overwhelming 
majority of our citizens. Oood fishing 
gives to those who make their living 
in that manner ample recompense for 
their labors, and 
brings numerous 


sportsmen here who gladly and freely 
spend their money with our citizens 
for accommodations, etc.

Comstock While Inspecting the 


Mines and Mills.

Musical, Spectacular and His-

Last Evening. 


The entire Senior class in mines and 


several special students spent last week 
in company with Professor Ohas. F. 
Brown on the Oomstook. It is said 
that they discovered a number of 
bodies of high grade ores on the sup- 
posedly worked out levels of some of 
the mines. Same suggestions were also 
made to the mill men which will work 
a hardship npon the owners of cyanide 
plants because, it the suggestions are 
heeded, the tailings will hereafter be 
valueless. Cheap electric power will 
hereafter have less attraction. An un- 
dergraduate explained to the man who 
runs the hoist on the 0. & 0., how 
etheric force (a la Eeeley) could be 
used with resultant economy. 


When the class bad voyaged as .far as 


Carson on the up trip, they luckily 
fell in with A. J. MoOone, who gave 
them some valuable information and, 
although the destination of the found- 
ryman was Gold Hill, he went on to 
Virginia with them. 
He interested 


himself in their behalf to the extent of 
arranging for their trip through the 
mines. The afternoon was spent in 
the 0. & O. assay office, the Einkead 
mill and the office of Ootth Halst, the 
well known mining engineer. 


The nest morning Mr. McOone drove 


up to the hotel entrance in a trap fol- 
lowed by a four-in-hand. The students 
were taken aboard and driven to many 
places of interest. The first stop was 
made at the Union mine, where the 
machinery and hoisting works were 
studied. An inspection was made of 
the air compressors and pumping plant, 
which IB the largest in the world of its 
kind. From the colossal dump of this 
mine, Mr. MoOone pointed out the 
works to the north and spoke of the 
millions spent In mere prospecting, as 
though it was the most commonplace 
thing in the world. 


The Savage mine was nest visited 


and afterwards theOhollar mine and 
mill and the Combination shaft. A 


ride was then taken over the grade to 
the Forman shaft. At the conclusion 
of this jannt three hearty cheers and 
the class yell were given for Mr. Mc- 
Oone. 
Superintendent Boss 
took 


charge of the party in the afternoon. 
He took them through the Opbir tun- 
nel where he lectured them on practical 
mining subjects aptly illustrating bis 
remarks by object lessons. 


Next day the 0. A 0. waa visited. 


Many courtesies were shown by Super- 
intendent Ryan. Some time was spent 
studying the great hydraulic pump 
wbioh is being need to redeem the 
lower levels. A trip in a mule oar was 
taken out through the Sntro tunnel. At 
the exit Mr. Leonard, superintendent 
for the tunnel company provided re- 
freshments for the students and showed 
them many points of Interest. 


Mr. McOone again accompanied the 


party Thursday. An extended visit 
was made to the Fulton Iron works and 
the process of making large castings 
was studied. 


The greater portion of Friday was 


taken np with a visit to the Eureka 
cyanide plant on the Oarson river. At 
noen, Mr, Wood bury, one of the own 
ers of the plant, was host at a Bompin 
ons banquet, which the boys describe as 
the most pleasant feature of the trip, 
At the conclusion of the repast the 
canyon of the Oarson river was made 
to re-echo with the college yell, given 
to show how greatly the hospitality 
was appreciated. 


On the return trip a stop was made 


at Professor Jackson's cyanide plant 
In Silver City. Mr. Finlayson, who Is 
in charge of the establishment, is a U. 
of N. graduate. He took great pleasure 
in showing the students the plant. 


Every member of the party expresses 


himself as greatly pleased with the 
trip, as well as profited. They say 
that they ran across generosity on the 
trip wbioh can be produced nowhere 
except npon the Comstock.
